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Arab aid moves 
Lebanese economy 
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BEIRUT, Sept. 6 (AP) — Recent injec- 
, lions of $133 million in Arab money have 
^ven new life to Lebanon's efforts to rebuild 
^an economy ravaged by the 1973-76 civil 
war. 

“There is barely a single project that is not 
' moving ahead," said Muhammad Attallah. 
head of the Council of Development and 
Reconstruction in an interview in his ultra- 
modern office at the Baabda presidential 
;* palace. 

Arab states, at a summit conference in 
Tunis in November 1979, pledged S2 biUion 
over the next five years. Unlike previous such 
promises. Attallah said, the commitments are 
being met 

So far this year, Saudi Arabia, Kuwait, 
Iraq, the United Arab Emirates and 
have sent checks while Libya and Algeria 
continued to hold back, he said. 

The Arab money will be added to nearly 
half biUion dollars in loans negotiated since 
the end of the war, but even so it is far short of 
the $9 billion Attallah said is needed to put 
Lebanon back on its feet. . 

Nineteen months of civil war between Mus- 
lims and Christians in this nadon of 3 million 
destroyed $2.2 billion in property and 
resulted in $2.5 billion in lost income, the 
government h^ estimated. 

About 1 5,000 homes were totally or par- 
tially demolished, in addition to roads, water 
systems, electrical plants, schools and hospi- 
tals, officials say. 

Beirut’s commercial district, which earned 
the nation a reputation as the Switzeriand of 
the Middle East, remains a ghost town where 
grass grows in the streets and snippets roam 
at will. 

Attallah concedes the security sitnation ro 
Lebanon remains "lernble” and the rivalries 
of political groups on both sides of the 
divided country hampering government 
efforts to launch reconstruction projects. 

*‘lf a road is built on the Christian side, 
then one has to be staned on the Muslitn, 
side." said one Western banker involved in 


the financing of reconstruction projects. 

Infrastructure projects, such as resurfacing 
the highways and expanding the electrical 
grid, have gotten top priority along with a 
project to expand Beirut's pon — the only 
place where teth Christians and Muslims 
work side by side. 

“The Ug' construction projeas. the ones 
that win offset the losses of the war. arc not 
being tacided,** said one Western diplomat, 
citing the downtown area as an example. 

A report on the nation' s economy pre- 
pared by a group of Western embassies, vir- 
tually the only such effort since the Lebanese 
Statistics Bureau was ransacked in the war, 
lays at least part of the blame for the slow 
start in rebuilding on the government itself. 

“The role of the state seems to be limited to 
verbal activity." said the still secret repon. 
“The difHcult security situation cannot fully 
justify the inactivity of the state. Massive 
foreign loans have been lying dormant for 
years." ■ ■ 

Attallah, however, contends that except 
for new housing the program is movingahead 
as fast as it can and that the central problem is 
the exodus of more than 200,000 Lebanese, 
including many of its skilled carpente^ elec* 
tricians, engineers and other technicians. 

“ When the Lebanese living abroad see a 
decisive turn for the better in events here, 
they will take a discount on what they axe 
earning abroad and come home," he pre- 
dicted. - 

In the meantime, Attallah said, the recon- 
struction program is picking up. He said more 
than $300 million in contracts had been let for 
a variety of projects in the last two months.

Pressure on Israel 
is political suicide

JEDDAH. Sept. 6 — President Jimmy 
Carter three years ago admitted that he'd 
face "political suicide" if he tried to pres- 
sure Israel into a solution to Middle E»t 
problems, a former top Egyptian official 
Saturday told an -Arabic magazine pub- 
lished in London. Former deputy premier 
and foreign minister Ismail Fahmi told 
Al -Meyalla that Caner explained his situa- 
tion in a Washington meeting in September. 
1977. 

“Caner told me frankly that he was sur- 
prised that some people think he could put 
pressure on Israel," Fahmi said in the inter- 
view. "The truth is absolutely contrary," 
Fahmi quoted Carter as saying. 

Fahmi went on in the imerview to accuse 
the United States as the enemy of the Arabs 
if the Americans don't change their policy 
toward the Middle East. He said one sure 
sign of the U.S. change in policy would be 
the coming vote in the United Nations Sec- 
urity Council when it discusses the 
Jerusalem issue. 

The former minister added that the 
United States seemed to wake up after 
crises of Iran and Afghanistan. Yet he said it 
was clear the Americans had not learned 
the lesson. He tied that the sale of F- 1 6 
warplanes to Saudi Aralxa, claiming that 
the Americans weren't honest in their deal- 
ings with Riyadh. 

“ The firing ability and the radaf s range 
were a decreased, Fahmi claimed, “ while 
Israel obtained the planes with superior 
arming. " 

Fahmi noted another" mistake " in U.S. 
policy — the creation of bases serving the 
Gulf region. " In my opinion, these bares 
are not built to defend the Gulf from Soviet 
influence as some people say. " said Fahmi. 
“ The U.S. will use them to strangle and 
then attack the Gulf region. " 

Fahmi said he doubted that the Soviet 


Union would invade the Gulf. “ because 
.Moscow knows if it invades this region, ii 
would be opening the J<x>r to a catastrophic 
third world war. Those first results would be 
a direct confrontation with the U.S. " 

If the U.S. really wants to protect the 
Gulf, he added, it would arm the Cult states 
instead of " drowning Israel in advanced 
arms. " 

The emergence ofa unified Arabstand. 
now or in the future and. pi^ssibly under 
certain situations motivated by a strategic 
cause scares the United States. 

Fahmi explained that the two major pow 
ers could devise a situation where Inten'en- 
tion would appear necessary, even giving it 
legality. “ That is exactly whai happened m 
Afghanistan." he said. “The U.S. has 
learned the play and would repeat the 
Soviet game some time and for sitme 
strate^c reason, by creating an American 
Afghanistan in the Arab world. 

He also referred to Crown Prince Fahd s 
call for jihad, or a holy struggle to Iree 
Jerusalem." If (Prime Minister Men*dhem) 
Begin is trying to play with our fate with the 
excuse of applying what was written in the 
Old Testament, our only choice is to 
respond with what came in the < Juran about 
Jihad," Fahmi said. 

“Oil could be used as a weapon in many 
ways without a complete cut-off." Fahmi 
said. “Arabs can face the challenge of the 
Zionist empire by gradual reduction in oil 
production from any country that opposes 
the Arabs." 

Fahmi also said Gulf states should seri- 
ously think of diversifying their sources of 
arms. “The security of the Gulf region can- 
not be achieved from either Moscow or 
Washington," he said. “They ( Arab slates) 
should seek arms from any direction.... 
draw a serious strategy to confront the 
• Zionist empire and whomever supports it. 
even if il is Washington."

‘Dirtv Jews in Russia are dirty Russians in Israel’

TEL AVIV. Sept. 6 ( R) — Israel, a countiy 
built up by mass immigrauon over 35 year^ 
has been thrown into turmoil by a revolt of 
Soviet newcomers embittered by life m 
occupied Palestine. Last week, Arkady zit- 
zerman, a 56 year-old oil engineer who had 
failed to find a permanent job after two ye^ 
in the country, leaped to his. death from the 
roof of his absorption center in Haifa. 

Angry Russians in Haifa and other towns 
threw management officials out of their 
absorption centers and declared a stnke. 
They accused the government of failing to 
provide them with proper work and housing. 

The strike sent shock through the country. 
Immigration has always been regarded here 
as vital for Israels long-term survival and an 
political parties pay lip service at least to the 
ideal of attracting the Jewish people to their 
ancient homeland. . 

The deal has been severely dented m 


recent years when two thirds of all Russian 
Jews leaving the Soviet Union with Israeli 
visas have opted for other destinations such 
as the United States, Canada, Australia and 
European countries. 

In Israel, these people are called "drop 
outs" and regarded as little better than 
traitors. 

The immigrants' strike has already 
received wide publicity in the Soviet Union 
and fears were expressed in Israel that this 
would further hit immigration. “The situa- 
tion plays into the hands of the Russians. 
They could use this as a cynical excuse to shut 
the gates to Jews," Yosef Tekoa, honorary 
chairman of the Russian Immigrants Associa- 
tion and a former Israeli ambassador to the 
United Nations said in an interview. 

“There could be a terrible explosion here if 
they suffer any more. We will bring a tragedy 
on the state and on Russian Jewry through 
our stupidity." But Tekoa's accusations were 





angrily denounced by Absorption Minister 
David Levy. He accused Tekoa, a member of 
the opposition Labor Party, of trying to make 
political capital out of the strike and said he 
would close down the absorption centers if 
they became hotbeds of anti-government 
unrest. 

In the past decade, about 250,000 Jews 
have left Russia. 50,000 found their way to 
Israel. The peak years for immigration were 
1972 and 1973 when about 64,000 amved. 

But in recent yeare, the Russian Jews have 
increasingly opted for other destinations. 
Israel says this gives the Soviet authorities an 
excuse to slow down emigration. This year, 
according to Israeli figures, only about 
25.000 Jews will leave the Soviet Union if 
current trends continue. 

Russian Jews leaving the Soviet Union ^ 
taken to Vienna where they tell officials 
where they wish to go. The Jewish Agency 
makes considerable efforts to persuade them 
to opt for the Jewish state but officials have 
reported that many Russiau Jews have a 
negative image of Isrul. 

• Jewish agency chairman Axie Dulzi has 
been campaigning for a year to ban other 
Jewish aid and welfare organizations, such as 
the Hebrew Immigration and Aid Society 
(HI AS) which helpJews not coming to Israel, 
from Vienna. But his campaign has not really 
won any support. 

Those Jews who chpose Israel are flown m 
within 4S hours of arriving in Vienna. The 
others, between 65 and 62 per cent in recent 
months, are taken to Rome where they wait 
for visas for the countries of their choice. It| 
takft s about six weeks to receive a visa forthe' 
U.S. and up to six months for Australia. 

“When the refugees reach their final desti- 
• nation, they often have to accept that they 
may not get the jobs for which they^were* 
qualified back home and that it is not easy, ' 
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one HIAS welfare worker said. 

■ Those that come to Israel are sent to 
absorption centers where they live in small 
apartments for five months. During this time, 
they go through Hebrew language courses 
and are helped find jobs. 

The immigrants on strike in Haifa say that 
they have been unable to find work and 
accommodation in the same place. Boris Lit- 
vinov, a musician Kishinev, has been living m 
a small room of the absorption center with his 
wife and small daughter for over two yeais. 
He described living conditions as" worse than 
for an animaF' and said he had almost lost 
hope in Israel. 

“ If they would come to me and say there is 
one single place in the country where you can 
both work and live, 1 would take it tomorrow. 
But where there is work, there is nowhere to 
live and where there is accommodation, there 
is no work," he said. 

“ If only they told me that things were dif- 
ficult at the moment but they were building so 
that in a year or two there would be apart- 
ments. But even this isn't happening. So there 
is no hope, no strength left." 

He also complained of anti- Russian feeling 

in Israel. “I feel like a stranger. In Russia, 
they called me a dirty Jew. Here 1 am a dirty 
Russian," he said. This was underlined by . 
Tekoa. “ My heart breaks when I see how the 
stale is treating the Russians. It is enough to 
see how Jewish Agency officials treat them. 
When they are finally driven to complaining, 
they ask them, “who told you to come here 
anyway?.”

TEL .AVIV.Septjb (AP) Israel will begin 
work soon on the '‘finar U) Jewish settle- 
ments that will complete the government's 
program forbuildingoutpostsin the occupied 
West Bank of Jordan, officials said Friday. 
Approval for work to begin on six settlement 
sites was given by Prime Minister Mcnahem 
Begjn's cabinet two weeks ago. and officials 
said they were expecting the cabinet to give 
the green light on the other four within a few 
wee ks. 

The officials, who are planners in the 
agriculture ministry responsible for the sei- 
tlements. refused to identify the new sues 
because they said there were still problems m 
finding government-owned land on which to 

build.

KUWAIT, Sept. 6 (AP) — Five Kuwaiti 
army majors were among the eight persons 
killed in the crash of a C- 1 30 Hercules transr 
port plane in southern France, the defense 
ministry announced Saturday. The 
announcement said the plane crashed ■' due to 
adverse weather conditions while on a flight 
from London to Athens. Greece Friday. 

TWO of the other victims were Kuwaiti 
Corporals, while the third was identified only 
as an officer. 


TEL AVIV. Sept. 6 <R) — A meeting of 
Palestinian Arab leaden. Saturday published 
the draft of a proposed charter declaring the 
Palestine Liberation Organi/aiion lPLO» as 
the only legal reprcseniatixe of the Palesti- 
nian. pui>plc. The meeting, aiicndcd by Pales- 
tinian mavors. members ol the Knesset (par- 
liament) and other representatives of the 
oOO.(KH) Israeli Palestinian population pre- 
pared the dtKument to he presented to the 
eonlercnce ol Palestinian Arabs due lo be 
held later this year. 

The draft charter opptised Israeli settle- 
ments in the occupied territories, the negotia- 
tions between Israel. Egypt and the United 
States on autonomy for the occupied areas, li 
alst> demanded equal rights for Palestinian 
Arabs. 

Israel passed a law last month making it a 
“criminal offense" to express support for the 

PLO. , , . 

In Cairo meanwhile, .Egypt, Israel and the 
United States have sefOci. 15 as a prelimi- 
naty date for starting their talks in Washing- 
ton* or New York to prepare for a Camp 
David-style summit, the semi-official ne^ 
paper Af A/irnm reported Saturday. The 
newspaper quoted Egyptian Minister of State 
for Foreign Affairs Boutnw Ghali as saying 
the preliminary date was suggested by U.S. 
special envoy Sol Linowitz during his recent 
visit to the region. 

Ghali also said that the U.S. senior 
negotiator James Leonari would come lo 
Cairo after completing his talks in Israel to 
continue discussions of the problems hinder- 
ing the peace process. 

He said a special Egyptian committee had 
been formed to discuss a document left here 
by Linowitz containing ideas on tackling the 
issues dividing Egypt and Israel. 

An Egyptian working paper would be pre- 
sented to the U.S. side after President Anwar 
Sadat had approved it. I? would be based on 
the Egyptian position that east Jerusalem is 
an Arab city, that building Jewish settlements 
in the occupied territories was illegal and thm 
the Palestinians had the right to self- 
determination. 

Boutros Ghali said the paper would make 
it clear that Egypt rejected the Israeli KnesKt 
measure making Jerusalem, including the 
eastern sector, the eternal capital of Israel. 

Boutros Ghairs remarks to the new paper 
made no reference to the resumption of the 
suspended Palestinian autonomy talks. 

Linowitz in a statement made here on 
behalf of Egypt and Israel said they had 
agreed to resume the autonomy talks at a 
"mutuallv agreed date." 

Also Egyptian Vice-President Hosni 
Mubarak Saturday gave Pope John Paul a 
personal letter from President Anwar Sadat 
during a private audience at the Pope's sum- 
mer residence, Vatican sources said. No 
details of the half hour audience were 
released but the sources said the letter refer- 
red to Israefs measure declaring Jerusalem, 
as a the capiial of Israel.

Last 2 nations 
move embassies 
from .Terusalem 

GUATEMALA CITY. Sept. 6 (R) — 
Guatemala and the Dominican Republic, 
the last two countries with embassies in 
Jerusalem, have ordered their diplomats 
in Israel to move to Tcl Aviv, a joint com- 
munique issued here said. The two Latin 
American governments' decision fol- 
lowed those of 11 other nations which 
have moved their embassies to Tel Aviv 
since IsracTs recent adoption orjerusalem 
as the country's capital. 

Arab states have threatened to break 
off diplomatic relations with countries 
which kept embassies in Jerusalem. 

In another development Arabcouniries 
in the United Nations on Friday ques- 
tioned the credentials of the Israeli deleg- 
ation to the General Assembly's current 
special economic meeting. A well placed 
diplomat said the Arab group was prepar- 
ing the ground for po^ible action against 
Israeli participation in the three-month 
regular session to start Sept. 16. 

In a newly circulated letter, Samir Man- 
souri of Syria as chairman of the LLN. 
Arab group for September, told assembly 
President Salim Ahmed Salim of Tanzania 
that he was writing toconvey"thc group's 
reservations about and non- 
acknowledgement of the credentials of the 
Israeli delegation to the 1 Ith special ses- 
sion" of the assembly. 

He said the group had taken that ^si- 
tion because of “Israefs flagrant viola- 
tions" of the U.N. Charter, defiance of 
General Assembly and Security Council 
resolutions, “denial of the inalienable

Salman s^s oU reserves plentiful 


RIYADH, Sept. 6 (SPA) — The Governor 
of Riyadh has disputed reports that the King- 
dom has only 25 years of proven oil reserves, 
saying instead that the oil here would last for 
hundreds of years. 

Prince Salman, speaking to Saudi Arabian 
students in Denver, Colo., said experts real- 
ize the great volume of oil that lies still untap- 
ped in Saudi Arabia. Now, the country pro- 
duces about 9.5 miUion barrels of oil daily, 
with its reserves said to be in the billions of 
barrels. 

Prince Salman is touring the United States 
to meet with students from the Kingdom, 
talking to them about their country and ans- 
wering their questions. 

He said that the present rate of oil produc- 
tion, highest in the country’s history, is neces- 


sary because of the current development 
plans here. ** Wc may push ahead with the 
many projects covered by them (the plans)," 
he told students. 

The government was taking care to 
develop the entire country, the prince 
explained, $0 that it may reduce the rate of 
population shift from the rural areas to big 
cities. 

“We are developing fast," he said, “while 
at the same time controlling inflation which it 
on time reached 40 per cent before dropping 
to seven or eight per cent." 

The economic welfare of the world is con- 
sidered as the government plans its oil 
policies, the prince said. Especially important 
are considerations for the developing 
nations, who rely heavily on oil imports to 


Contract for Dammam road okayed 

its surrounding at a total cost of SR3.^ million. 


DAMMAM, Sept. 6 (SPA) — A SR69 
million contract was awarded to a Saudi Ara- 
bian firm for building the Dammam-Syhat- 
Ank road, the director of the Eastern Pro- 
vince roads department said Saturday. 

Sami Fauda said that the amtract calls for 
completion of work in 1 6 months. TTie pro- 
ject involves a 14-kilometer dual-lane road 
from Dammam to Syhat and a three- 
kilometer side-road from Syhat to Ank. 
Storm water drainage, pavements and light- 
ing have been included in the project, he 
added. 

Meanwhile, the Municipality of Dammam 
cariying out several prxiiects in the city and 


Ahmad Al-Oubaihi. head of the projects 
division of Dammam municipality, said 
Saturday that the projects include fencing of 
open land in Dammam, designing a new 
building for the municipality, landfilling and 
cleaning of old wells, building a central veg- 
etable market, asphalting and lighting of 
King Abdul Aziz and King Khaled streets 
and paving some streets in the city. 

Dubaihi said the municipality is also carry- 
ing out maintenance and repair projects, in 
addition to opening and temporarily asphalt- 
ing streets in the new zones of Dammam. 
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fuel their industrial growth. 

“ We can reduce oil production," Prince 
Salman said,'* but this would adversely affect 
our development plans." Therefore, he 
explained the govemment raises producrion 
to a certain level so that h would serve hs own 
interests better and boost the rate of 
development here. Once the government 
decides it would be in its political anri 
economic interest to lower the oil production, 
it would do SO. he said. 

Speaking on other matters. Prince Salman 
pointed out that the basic ^siem of law 
announced by King Khaled last year would 
not be a constitution as such, for the King- 
dom's bade law is the Quran. King Khaled 
has promised a basic system of government, a 
consultative council and a provincial system 
as well. 

The consultative couqcQ will be formed of 
various educated men, nominated by the 
King, to advise him on matters of state. A 
committee under Prince Naif, the interior 
minister, was formed to draw up details for 
the three systems. 

" These systems require a great deal of 
study and preparation,” said Prince Salman, 
noting that no time limit has been set for the 
review. All existing laws and regulations wnll 
be incorporated in the basic system of gov- 
ernment, he said. 

The Kingdom may embark on a plan for 
compulsory militaiy training, the Prince also 
said. The council of ministers now is studying 
that issue. However, few details are available 
now. 

Prince Salman said the call for jihad, or a 
holy struggle to regain the of Jerusalem 
from Israeli control, is not a new one, and 
similar cails have been made before by ^udi 
Arabian rulers. Crown Prince Fahd called for 
jihad last month following the formal annexa- 
tion of Jerusalem and the declaration by 
Israel that the holy dty was the etemal and 
undivided capital of the Je^h state.

The appearance of pomp and show in 
some members of society makes one won- 
der whether it is the natural outcome of 
their social advancement or it is just a 
temporary phenomenon brought to prom- 
inence by the economic boom in the coun- 
try. 1 just fail to understand the social level 
they have achieved or the role they have 
played in life that entitles them to show all 
this vanity with so much etiquette and pro- 
tocol! In fact, they don’t flt into this kind 
of deportment forthey have not been used 
to it in their own society. This kind of 
phenomenon tends to create a divergence 
between their social level and the level of 
this type of etiquette. 

Such people could have easily gone step 
by step toward cultural advancement leav- 
ing all manifestations of pomp and venity. 
It must be borne in mind that the ordinary 
dtizen who has not been blessed with libh 
eral finandal resources develops a feeling 
of degradation, and sometimes even 
develops a negative attitude toward fthis 
category of vainglorious people. 

It becomes, therefore, binding on the 
affluent class to realize the material con- 
trast and social disparity with the ordinary 
dtizens who are invariably in the majority. 
There are such families which don’t dif- 
ferentiate between the necessities and 
luxuries, while there are still others which 
concern themselves with nothing but a suf- 
ficient means for their living. 

The affluent people should, therefore, 
try to avoid em.lMrrassing themselves and 
the great majority of the society, remem- 
bering well that social relationship and 
family cords would never encourage such 
manifestations to flourish.

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Libyan, Syrian governments Israeli opposition leader 
investigate merger question to discuss ties with Sadat

TRIPOLI, Sept. 6 (AP) — Both the 
Libyan and Syrian governments stand to gain 
is popular support from talk of uniting their 
two Arab countries, but differences in poH^ 
cal systems and geographical separation will 
hinder a complete fusion, according to 
Libyan and other Arab sources here. 

Libyan leader Col. Muammar O^dafr. in a 
Monday speech televised live in both Libya 
and Syria, put forward the merger propM^ 
and Syrian President Hafez Assad immedi- 
ately endorsed it. The leaders did not spcB 
out details but said they should join to help 
their common struggle against Israel. 

Syria, in alliance with Egypt fou^t Israel 
in both the 1967 and 1973 Middle East wars. 
Libya has pToytdad anas, money and training 
to Palestiiuan commandos, including some of 
their more militant branches such as the 
Popular Front for the Liberation of Palestine. 

Delegations from the PFLP and radical 
Palestinian groups sat on the speakei' s plat- 
form twenty feet from Oaddair when he made 
the address at eeremonies to mark the 
anniversary of the 1 969 military uprising that 
brought him to power. 

Oaddafi and Assad are both supporters of 
pan-Arab nationalism, a movement toward 
Arab cooperation and aUianoe suf^rmd by 
the late President Gamal Abdul Nasser. 

The 38-year-old Libyan leader is rincere in 
his vocal backing for Arab union, b^ also 
hopes that his merger call will incite his peo- 
ple and win their support in his strug^e to 
radically transform Libyan sodeQ^, according 
to a Lebanese sociology profe^r visiting this 
North African nation's capital. “Oaddafi 
feels if s necessary to mobitize the masses and 
n ef ds their support because of opposition 
from a bourgeois-bureaucratic class in 
Libyan society,** the lefttst-oiiented 
academic srid in an interview. 

Oaddafi 'oacked revolutionary committees 
in Libya staged four months of nationally- 
televised investigations from February to 
June in the forms of trials of heads of state 
economic enterprises and oiilitary officers. 
Between five and ten committee members, 
normally youifas in their twenties, carried out 
the showcase inquiries. 

In May. Oaddafi launched sweeping cur- 
rency reform, which made ft impossible to 
withdraw money from bank accounts except 
for what the bank decides are “ui^nt 
needs.** Oaddafi has described the move as 
an egalitarian measure. 

For'his part, Assad's effort to stir up Arab 
nationalism should help draw attention away 
from his critics inside Syria, accordii^ to the 
private view of a Ubyan who works in inter- 
na tionai Arab relations. 

The religious people have been bolstered 


by the Islamic revolution in Iran. 

“The Syrians also need help in their con- 
frontation with Israel,*' the Libyan said. 

Ubya would contribute about 40,000 regu- 
lar armed forces to a combined state with 
Syria, which would have a total of 243,000 
men under arms. Tripoli could offer a sub- 
stantial part of its oil revenues, estimated at 
more than SIS billion this year. Syria exports 
only small amounts of oil.

TEL AVIV, Sept. 6 (R) — James Leonard, 
a senior U.S. negotiator in the suspended 
Palestinian autonomy talks, began talks with 
Israeli officials to try to get the two countries 
to resume the negotiations. 

After meeting ti)e chief Israeli representa- 
tive to the autonomy talks.

held. 

No date was set for either but President 
Carter and Beg^ said they expected the 
autonomy sessions to resume in the next few 
weeks. 

Burg said after Frida/s meeting that he 
also expected the negotiations to start up 
again in the near future. Leonard, who is 
linowitz deputy at the talks, said he expected 
to return to Egypt next week after further 
meetings with the Israelis.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 6 (AFP) — While 
Ronald Reagan slugs it out with President 
Jimmy Carter For tenancy in the White 
House. Reagan's Republican Party ha^ also 
launched an all-out drive to loosen the 
Democrats' quarter-century grip on the U.S. 
Congress. 

‘.The Republicans are given little chance of 
^mihg outright control of Congress this 
^a^. But many analysts believe they could 
win enough seats to pull within striking dis- 
ta.npe of capturing at least the Senate in 1 982. 
.. Piemocratscurrently enjoy a 58-41 edge in 
L^e Senate with one independent. But of the 
S;^seats at stake in November, 24 belong to 
Democrats. The incumbents face the wrath of 
constituents up in arms over high inflation 
and unemployment. 

"It is fine if there is a 'throw them out' 
mentality in the country," said Congressman 
Guy Vander Jagt, chairman of the Republi- 
can Congressional Campaign Committee, 
"because there are more of them (Democ- 
rats) to throw out than us." 

The Republicans are said to have a good 
chance at picking up from two to six of the 1 0 
lew Senate seats they need to end the Democ- 
ratic dominance that has existed since 1 954, 

In the House of Representatives where the 
Democrats have a solid 274-159 margin, all 
seats will be filled in the election. The Repub- 
licans are expected to gain anywhere From 10 
to 30 seats. 

The Republican Party is finally on the 
rebound ^m the Watergate scandal that 
shook down President Richard Nbcon's 
administration in 1 974. The party has rmsed 
millions of dollars for its local candidates this 
ye^. 

It also plans to spend a total of $8 million 
on ;a television advertising blitz that rips into 
Democratic economic policies and u^es 
Anj^ricans to "vote Republican ... for a 
change." 

Further aiding the Republican cause is a 
coalition of conservative groups — including 
evangelical Christians and other "right to 
lifd' abortion opponents — who have 
targeted up to three dozen liberal Democra- 
tic le^lators for defeat, and it is not just the 
lightweight liberals who are an endangered 
species. The right-wing "hit lisf' includes 
South Dakota Senator George McGovern, 
the 1972 Democratic presidential nominee 
who now trails his conservative Senate oppo- 
nent by 20 points in the polls, and Senator 
Frank Church of Idaho, chairman of the 
Senate foreign relations committee. 

But Democratic leaders are breathing 
easier than a few weeks ago, when Reagan 
and the Republicans were riding high in the 
polls and predicting control of Congress this

Some are openly encouraging the candi- 
dacy of independent candidate John Ander- 
son in the hopes that he will be able to attract 
liberal absientionists to the polls where they 
would also cast ballots in local races for 
Democratic Party congressmen considered 
• more liberal than their Republican adver- 
saries. 

"I am very honest with the electorate.** 
said Congressman James Blanchard of 
Michigan. "1 say. 'Yeah, I am just as disap- 
pointed with Carter as you are. But I will not 
recommend Reagan.* "

Baader-Meinhof 
killers sentenced 

DUESSELDORF. West Germany, Sept. 6 
(AP) — A state court has sentenced biro 
members of the Baader-Meinhof terrorist 
gang to 1 5 years each in prison for attempred 
murder in a 1 977 shootout and for belonging 
to the Red Army Faction ^ the gan^ s formal 
name. 

The ttttj West Germans. Christof Wacker- 
nagel, 28. and Gert Schneider, 3 1 . protested 
the sentences, shouting at the chief judge: 
“The sentence is terrorism!" and "We want 
to get out of here." 

*The sentences were handed down three 
years to the day after the kidnappingof indus- 
trialist Hanns Martin Schleyer, later killed by 
members of the Red Army Faction. Accord- 
ing to testimony, Wachemagel and Schneider 
— implicated in the Schleyer slaying — were 
surrounded by police after leaving an Ams- 
terdam apartment on Nov. lO, 1977. Before 
they were arrested they tried to battle their 
way free with a pistol and a hand grenade, 
which exploded, wounding the fu^tives and 
police officers. 

The state attorney had requested life sen- 
tences. 

Chfef Judge Klaus Wagner, in passingsen- 
tence. reviewed the history of the RAF, 
popularly known as the Baader-Meinhof 
gang after its founders Ulrike Meinhof and 
Andreas Baader. He characterized it as an 
illegal urban guerrilla group that waged war 
on society.

NAIROBI, Sept. 6( AP) —The Seychelles 
government has banned ^uth African Air- 
ways (SAA) flights to and from the Indian 
Ocean nation. 

irhe official Seychelles news agency, in a

9 die in Guatemala blasts 


GUATEMALA CITY, Sept. 6 (AP) — A 
powerful bomb exploded outside the national 
palace Friday morning, killing eight people, 
injuring at least 20 and blowing out hundreds 
of windows along the main square, 
authorities and witnesses said: Later, a bus 
driver died in an explosion in his vehicle. 

A Red Cross spokesman said some of tl^ 
injured at the palace were in critical condi- 
tioD. Mpst of the injured were hit by flying 
glass inside the pal^. which is the seat of 
govemmenL 

Soon after the blast, another bomb and 
teargascannisterexplo^d in the nearby jus- 
tice ministry. Politt said , there were no 
injuries and said damage the ministry was 
slight. Police evacuat^ five buildings near 
the national palace within minutes of the flrst 


blast, saying residents of the area wen 
warned more blasts would follow. No otbc 
bombs were found. 

But later in the day, a fire bomb explodet 
in the Paiz Department Store, in duwntowi 
Guaremala City, slightly injuring a few peu 
pie. offlcials said. 

Two more bombs exirioded in the Auror. 
International Airport terminal, destroyin; 
only the garbage cans they were planted in 
No one was injured in tltt nearly vacant ter 
minal. 

The death of a bus driver was reportet 
after an explosion ripped apart his vehicle. 

In another incident, police said uniden 
tifled gunmen shot and killed a radio com 
mentator as he drove bis car through north- 
ern Guatemala City.

Cancer runner stricken again 


VANCOUVER, Canada Sept. 6 (AP) — 
Amputee runner Terry Fox has come home, 
but not in the way he or his thousands of 
well-wbhets had hoped. Fox had dreamed of 
limping triumphantly into Vancouver late 
this year, but his coast-to-coast run was cut 
short this week when doctors diagnosed that 
cancer had spread to his lungs. 

Three years ago, cancer forced the akwia- 
tion of his right leg above the knee. 

As a chartered plane canying the yoong 
runner arrived from Thunder Bay, (Ontario, 
he was taken directly to a hospital in the 
Vancouver suburb of New Westminister to 
begin the second, grim battle with the disease 
that inspired his cross-country marathon of 
hope. 

His party eluded reporters and officials of 
the Canadian Cancer Society alike when the 
plane was diverted to another part of Van- 
couver International Airport. The stricken 
runner was placed aboard a waiting ambul- 
ance and sped away. 

As he lay on a stretcher fighting to hold 
back tears. Fox told reporters in Thunder 
Bay: “1 hope what 1 have done will be an 
inspiration to all and Tm not going to give up 
my fight." 

Fox, 22, of Port Coquitlam, a Vancouver 
suburb, was taken to a -hospital early in the 
week in Thunder Bay and was said to be 
suffering from stomach flu. 

At a news donferenoe in Thunder Bay, 


known ^ the geographic center of Canada, 
Fox aniMonced the end to the run he began in 
Sl John'a, Newfoundland, on April 12. 

He said be did not expect the cancer to 
spread and he thought he was healthy. “I 
hope what I have done will be an inspiration 
to all a^ Tm not going to give up ray fight," 
he told the reporters. 

"He'sgottoget into hospital fast," said Bill 
Vigars, a Canadian Cancer Society official 
who has-been traveling with Fox. “Ids over," 
Vigars $aid. “Cancer again." 

In sphe of nausea and weakness. Fox ran 
about 32 km before asking to be taken to a 
doctor. 

“He hasn't been feeling good for a couple 
of days," said Doug Alward, who is accom- 
panying him. 

Ibund^ Bay marked the halfway point in 
Fox's attempted marathon of hope across 
Canada. 

Fox- became a Canadian hero during his 
painful run on an artificial leg, and was mob- 
bed by crowds in communities along the way. 

He was grimly determined, and ignored a 
warning lirom the war amputations of Canada 
that be risked serious injury because the 
stump of his amputated leg was taking such a 
beating. 

But in Toronto in July he admitted he 
might not finish his cross-counuy run. “ Even 
ifi don't finish, we need others to continue," 
he told a crowd.

The unifs 15-ton armored m carry a 105 
mm. cannon specifically designed for anti- 
tank warfare with a ran^ of up to 2,(K)0 
meters. France is not yet capable of airlifting 
such a heavy unit but .officers on the FrentA 
general staff do not appear particularly con- 
cerned. 

“We can move paratroop and marine units 
with our own fleet of C-160 Transafl 
medium-range transports. The three regi- 
ments making up the "Groupement 
Operationel Aeroponee, the para unit, have 
enough Milan anti-tank missiles to seriously 
slow down an armored force before our own 
armor arrive^' a paratroop major says. 

“And, even though we are no longer mem- 
bers of the North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion military structure, experience has shown 
that when Western interests are at stake 
others wiU lend us the transport if we put up 
the troops,” he said. 

He was referring to French intervention at 
Kolweia in Zaire’s copper-rich Shaba pro- 
vince in 1978 when foreign legion paratroops 
were dropped to recapture the city from 
Cuban-trained rebels who came from 
Angola. All heavy equipment for that opera- 
tion arrived by United States w force (T-l4l 
Starlifter transports which picked it up at 
French bases. 

Together with the armored unit at Freja' 
•nrf paratroops stationed in southern Prance 
and Corsica, France mmntains a marine 
amphibious unit in Brittany, about 4,000 to 

5.000 strong and including light armored cars 
and a 105 ram. artillery regimenL 

All these units spend at least four months a 
year on a rotation system at French bases 
overseas, ran^ng from the Indian Ocean 
island of Reunion to Tahiti. 

A further force of almost 7,000 men is 
based in African states friendfy to France 
while over 10,000 are in French possessions 
in the Indian and Pacific oceans and nearly 

8.000 in the French West Indies and French 
Guiana. 

The goveinment, while building up the 
intervention force, is at pains to play down 
what its missions could be in a world distrust- 
ful of foreign intervention.

Arrests, shootings after curfew 

Bolivia’s stem regime mles the night 


LA PAZ. Bolivia, Sept. 6 (LAT) — More 
than seven weeks have passed since right- 
wing military officers, destroyed Bolivia’s 
latest attempt to establish a democracy, and 
life In this city — named for the Spanish word 
for peace — seems back to normal. 

Indian women hawk their wares in the 
street-side stalls, people take mid-morning 
breaks to gulp down hot, spicy meat pies, the 
smugglers' markets are running full blast and 
the streets are clogged with cars and buses. 
Except at night. 

It is then, after dark, when the curfew — 
“ torque de queda" as it is called here — in 
effect, that the oppression of the new gov- 
ernment can be seen, almost felL 

At first there seem to be no people, no cars, 
the only noise an occasional outburst of bark- 
ing from the dog packs that roam the city. But 
as one becomes accustomed to the dark and 
the silence, things begin to catch the eye. 
Unmarked Toyota jeeps move quieily 
through the streets, their lights out, carrying 
the government’s semi-clandestine security 
agents searching for enenues. 

Anyone foolish enough to be out during 
the 1 1 p.m.-to-6 a.m. forbidden time is con- 
sidered an enemy and treated as such. The 
silence is broken nearly every night by bursts 
of gunfire, when someone, often only a 
restaurant employee late going home, is 
caught in the street 

It is at night that the arrests are made. So 
far. the government acknowledges that 500 
people have been rounded up as political 
prisoners. The Roman Catholic archbishop, 
however, estimate that 2,000 people have 
been arrested, a figure thought more accurate 
by diplomats. 

It is at night that people die at the hands of 
the government forces. By government 
count, only 30 people have been killed, but 
according to other reliable sources, 1,(XX) 
Bolivians have died, many of their bodies 
tossed into rivers or cast into deep mountain 
ravines. It is at night that newspapers are 
raided, with some editors and reporters taken 
away, many to be tortured. At least one jour- 
nalist has been killed. 

The nighttime nature of the military 
regime headed by Gen. Luis Gaicia Mesa 
Tejada was set at the beginning, for it was in 
the dark of July 17 that the interim and 
democraticaDy-cbosen government of Presi- 
dent Lydia Gueiler Tejada (Garcia Mesa's 
cousin) was overthrown. 

The “golpe," as a coup *is called here, was 
the 1 89tb for l^livia in 1 55 years, a parade of 
events that has left this country open to 
ridicule as sometlung best treated in comic 
operas. But if iu the past, the.coustam golpes, 
including the time when five different men 
were named president in a single day, seemed 
' silly, this one is different — it is deadly seri- 
ous. 

Garcia Mesa, who proclaimed himself 
president, has said be will be in power for 20 


years and has set out to change Bolivia per- 
maneutly and fundamentally. 

Officials of the regime characterize their 
efforts as “a movement to end forever the 
violent radicals and leftists who want to des- 
troy us. We have stopped Castroism here.'* 
If such forces existed in Bolivia, they kept 
to themselves. There were no organized ter- 
rorist groups spreading death and destruc- 
tion. The two Communist parties were tiny 
and had little popular support. 

So, if there was little or no Communist or 
radic^ threat to the country, why did Garcia 
Mesa and his associates overthrow Cueilei? 

“ It is greed," said one Bolivian, a former 
government official, “ a greed for money and 
power. If a civilian government stayed in 
power, these generals and colonels would 
have lost everything.” 

On one level, what some of them might 
have lost was access to part of the $600 mil- 
lion yeaily drug traffic out of Bolivia. There 
are substantial reports, including claims by 


the U.S. Department of State, that some 
important people in the Bolivian government 
and military are seriously involved in smug^* 
ing cocaine ro the United States. 

Beyond that, Bolivian sources as well as 
diplomats claim that several officers and sup- 
porters of the new government hat'C used 
their positions to obtain kickbacks from 
businesses. 

Spokesmen for the Garcia Mesa goveni- 
ment, deny all of this, but information 
obtained by the Los Aageleg Tima indicates 
that some officers are spending heavily. 

For instance, one high-ranking air force 
officer who earns $1,000 a month recently 
bought a house for $300,000 and also owns 
several private planes, each valued at more 
than $100,000 each. 

Other officers have purchased con- 
dominiums in Miami, while some are pon- 
nen in companies constructing high-rise 
office and apartment buildings in La Paz and 
Santa Cruz, Bolivia.

WOOING ZIONIST LOBBY 

Tbe cheapness, the shoddiness of the political process in a 
supposedly ''great power*' such as the United States takes 
one' s breath away. What is one to make of the spectacle of the 
three main contenders to the highest office in the land abasing 
themselves publicly and shamelessly before the Zbnist lobby, 
as they all did in the last 48 hours? Is ^e "Jewish Vote" 
mobilized by that lobby really worth all this grovelling, all this 
race to promise more and in aid and comfort to Israel and its 
gangster-leader Begin? Has office to be pursued at such cost 
to. the country’s honor, and with such contempt for interna- 
tional law and moralit^ 

The Arab world, faced with such a spectade, cannot but 
give up hope completely of a positive American contribution 
to the peace and stability of the Middle East. There are some 
who would counsel otherwise, arguing that all of the sorry 
speeches were made for “internal consumption" only, and 
that once the election in November determines the winner all 
will be well again: the master of the White House will be able 
to shed the mask of the clown and don once more that of the 
statesman. But the Arab world will not buy such a^uments 
again. All the speeches contained, within their mawkish effu- 
sions, real undertakings to support Israel in its present aggres- 
sive and greedy line. 

Of the three contenders for'Israefs favors, the easy winner 
has to be Reagan, who gave an unequivocal undertaking to 
give the Israelis all they will ask, and to recognize their theft of 
Jerusalem. The PLO, the organization whose representative- 
ness of the Palestinian people has the endorsement of the 
Arab world and the vast majority of the international com- 
munity, he dubbed a group of “thugs". Following him came 
Anderson, who raved about confronting the Arab world as a 
whole.Then came the supposedly “equitable" Carter, who 
expressed hope that Jerusalem remain united forever, 
declared his rejection to the notion of a Palestinian state, and 
that there will be no recognition of the PLO until it gives prior 
recognition to Israel. That was the extent of the incumbent's 
“moderation." 

The ixtajor question this raises is that of the future of the 
relations between tbe U.S. and the Arab world, were the 
winner to stand by even part of his promises to the Zionists. Is 
there any point in hoping for anything from the U.S. if Zion- 
ism has such a stranglehold on the country’s political life? 
Public opinion appears so brainwashed by the long siege laid 
to it by the Zionist-influenced media that advances in favor of 
the Arab cause seem unlikely — not that either the Arab 
community in the United States or the official representatives 
of tbe Arab world have played their part as effectively as they 
could have up to now. 

But behind this consideration there is one even more 
somber one. Is it that the leaders of the United States set such 
little value on probable reactions from the Arab leadership 
that they can allow themselves to talk in the way they did in the 
last 48 hours? Do they really believe, with Kissinger as he 
spoke about 1 0 years ago, that we are so fickle ^at they could 
always count on us to forget the past and m^e a new start? 
Can they give all they promised to Israel and then turn back to 
us with professions of disinterest and neutrality thinking that 
all will forgiven? We have to admit that our weakness and 
divisions have led people to think as such in the past. And they 
will continue to do so until they realize that we mean what we 
say, and that there is no limit to the sacrifroes we are ready to 
make in defense of our rights.

Portugal to ‘reassess’ Soviet presence

SINGAPORE — 

Chairman Hua Guofeng's public slap at the 
errors of Mao Tse-tung has aroused suspicions that 
the pragmatic leaders now dominating the Chinese 
Politburo have coerced him into “turning state's 
evidence" on his dead patron and fellow- 
Hunanese. In exchange, he will be spared dan^ng 
disclosures that might otherwise have implicated 
him in the misdoings of the ultra-leftist “Gang of 
Four*' during theircoming trial. 

Hiia declared that vflCimate respop sitHlfty for the“ 
part/s'* grievous and serious mistak^jSS» the past 
lay with Mao. specifically citing two of the late 
chairman's more lamentable failings. 

These were his penchant for visionary, do-it- 
yourself economics that led to the doomed “Great 
Leap Forward" of 1 958, and his abiding passion for 
desruptive class warfare that culminated in the even 
more catastrophic “Cultural Revolution" of the 
mid-1960s. 

Chairman Hua was echoing close supporters of 
Vice-Premier Deng Xiaoping, who repudiate 
Mao's cherished revolutionary concepts, putting 
^ej^rts"before“red", production before politics, 
the mechanization of means before the collectiviza- 
tion of man, and the modernization of backward 
China before Mao's dream of a classless, egalitarian 
Utopia. 

They had already blamed Mao personally for the 
emergence of the pernicious Gang, and damned his 
radical Cultural Revolution as a “ major disaster for 
the Chinese people.'’ But the signiflcance of Hua's 
censure is that he hails from the other side of the 
fence. 

When the Maoist Gang of Four conspired to pitch . 
Deng Xiaoping into political limbo early in 1976, 
Hua not only joined the chorus of those who railed 
against the “unrepentant capitalist-roadei’', but 
became prime minister instead of Deng, with the 
Gang's connivance. 

And after Mao died. Hua stood revealed as his 
chosen heir, the trusted lieutenant of whom the 
chairman had reputedly said: “ With you in charge, 1 
am at ease." 


When Hua. too. points an accusing fingerat Mao, 
therefore, the vacillating cadres and the residue of 
radicals in China are hearing heresy from the one 
leader they might look to as their champion at 
court. But the cornered chairman has boived to 
threats and innuendo, and is paying the price of 
survivaL 

The threats and the innuendo have been unmis- 
takable. Last month an official Chinese news 
agency despatch stretched the duration of the 
infamous Cultural Revolution (“when mistake 
on mistake") to span Hua's first year in office 
after Mao died, and before Deng was back at the 
tup again to take the country in hand. 

Almost simultaneously, a Central Committee 
directive banned the idolatrou5“eultof the person- 
ality*', calling for most of the quotations and por-

LISBON — 

Western intelligence was alerted six years ago 
about the undercover activities of at least two of the 
four Soviet diplomats expelled from Portugal last 
month. 

Russia has condemned the expulsion as totally 
unjustified and as a plot by opponents of detente to 
undermine the coming European conference on 
security in Madrid. But, according to informed 
sources in Lisbon, Youri Semenytehev, the first 
secretary at the Soviet embassy in Lisbon, who was 
one of those expelled, was known as a member of 
the KGB when he arrived here six years ago. 

•Semenytehev was officially in charge of establish- 
ing diplomatic relations between Portugal and the 
Soviet Union after the Portuguese revolution on 
April 25, 1974, hut his activities involved him in 
strengthening the Soviet presence in PonugaL, a 
NATO member country. 


Officials at the Soviet ernbass}' were concerned 
not just with supervising political developments in 
the area, as channeled through the growing influ- 
ence of the staunchly pro-Moscow Pdrtuguese 
Communist Party, but also with an intricate system 
of espionage. 

This was aimed mainly at countering the influ- 
ence of the CIA in Portugal and checking on senti- 
tive military installations, including the strategically 
important U.S. air base and submarine tracking 
station in the Portuguese Atlantic islands of the 
Azores. 

Last year’s Soviet search for the legen^rydtyof 
Atlantis may have been cover for an attempt to spy 
on the U.S. installations at Lajes on the Azorean 
island of Terceira. 

According to reports, Soviet activity in the area 
had been building up over the previous 1 8 months. 
Two Soviet submarines were reported very (tiose to 
Terceira In January last year, and traffic to and from 
Azorean ports of Soviet cargo ships and passenger 


cruisers subsequently increased. 

One of the ^ict diplomats expelled is Vladimir 
Konyaev, naval attache at the embas^ in 
Lisbon, who had been on regular visits to the 
Azores. By becoming the first ^nuguese govern- 
ment since the 1974 revolution to expel Soviet dip- 
lomats, PortugaTs ruling center-right coalition has 
again ^raonstrated its firm commitment to West- 
era defense. 

Western diplomats in Usboa believe the expul- 
sions could mark the beginning of a major reas* 
sessment of the influence and privileges tbe Soviet ; 
Union still enjoys in Western Europe's most fragile 
young democracy. 

With its 300 embassy employees (at least 20. of 
whom are believed to be working as undercover . 
agents in close cooperation with East German intel- 
ligence), numerous journalists and trade officials, 
the Soviet presence in Portugal far outweighs that 
of any other country, with the possible exception of 
the United States. (OFNS)

Jeddah’s multinationals under one ‘tent’

Like many other big cities around the 
.porld, Jeddah's teeming population is cos- 


Apart from, fellow Malaysians a population 
itself of Malays, Chinese, Indians and 
Eurasians, May Hsia's circle of friends in 
Jeddah alro included many other mixed cou- 
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mopolitan. However, at this point the similar- 
ity ends. Few other cities can compare with 
Jeddah when a sightseer's first impression 
gives way to a deeper insight of the actual 
relationship between various nationalities liv- 
i[% here. 

Jeddah offers a unique experience in har- 
monious living. Foreigners with Saudi Ara- 
bian sponsors and colleagues from the Mid- 
dle East are in constant contact \iith one 
another. Field-workers, geologists, sur- 
veyors, and others are exposed to another 
aspect of the Arabian world where Bedouins 
are at home. Many Jeddah residents who 
work at the port for example, find themselves 
dealing with strong and agile Yemenis. 

When the day's work is done and it is time 
to return home, many foreigners in Jeddah 
find that their encounters with other 
nationalities are not quite over. 

Many Jeddah residents still vividly 
remember the miniature United Nations of 
ihe family Pearde-Smith, who left Jeddah two 
years ago. 

In the house that Nigel Pearce-Smith, a 
tall, pale Englishman, his wife. May Hsia. a 
dark Malaysian “ Nonya" and their two 
-Eurasian children lived, there was also a 
domestic maid from Somalia, a local driver 
called Mansour and a Pakistani gardener. 


pies — Europeans. Asians, Saudi Arabians, 
Middle Easterners and even a South African 
of Indian origin. 

When this couple first met, it was the 
Englishman's task to adapt himself to the 
Malaysian way of life. After their marriage, it 
was his Oriental wife's turn to get used to' 
English society and the cold climate. TTius, 
for them both, Jeddah proved to be a neutral 
base. 

Jeddah's inter-married couples are 
numerous and well-known. Ticking off 
names on a list of mixed couples currently 
residing in city, one finds the Wilcoxes (U.S. 
American — Filippino): the Kochs (German 
— Lebanese): the Komandas (Japanese — 
U.S. American); rhe Hukesf English — Sing- 
aporean); the Brauns (German — Thai): the 
Grobers (U.S. American — Chinese); and so 
on. The list is exceplionaJJy Jong, with some 
of the names too exotic to remember, let 
alone 10 spell out after a brief introduction. 

Neither in the West nor in the Far East can 
one find such a myriad of nationalities work- 
ing and living together as is the case here. 

Another house in Jeddah with with at least 
four different nationalities living under one 
roof is that of the Komandas. This couple 
from Japan and the United States, has a 
Sudanese driver and an Indonesian house- 
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boy. 

The English-educated Thai wife of a Ger- 
man manager. P. Braun, probably considers 
Jeddah a more cimvenient place to Stan a 
‘family life with a baby, as she is still unfamil- 
iar with the German way of life. With a hand- 
ful of diapers but a willing and child-loving 
Ethiopian maid to assist her. she would rather 
not entertain the thought of coping with a 
screaming baby, a new and difficult language, 
German in-laws and relatives and the cus- 
toms and climate of her husband* s fatherland, 
all at once. At least, not just yet. 

A few months back, another Jeddah resi- 
dent, a gracious Pakistani. Shahid Hafiz, 
married his English sweetheart and automai- 
icaliy joined Jeddah's colorful couples. For 
Shahid Hafiz, who speaks impeccable Engl- 
ish and who has given the subject of intermar- 
riage some thoughts, this conclusion arose: 

“It's not race, religion or color but entirely 
the cultural difference which is paramount.'' 

In Jeddah many Asians and Westerners are 
able to sample the culinary specialities of the 
Arabian world and the Middle East. 

Moreover, numerous Jeddah residents from 
across the Red Sea add their own recipes to 
blend with the wide range of a gourmet's 
repertoire. Even curry experts from India 
and Pakistan are full of praise for the Eritrean 
version they savored: “ If the special flavor of 
Eritrean curry is simply sensational,” one 
says, “if we were not in Jeddah, we would 
probably never get to know so many talented 
Eritreans, Ethiopians, Lebanese from all the 
wartom countries.** 

Market researchers and importers are 
quick to stock warehouses, souks and super- 
markets with every conceivable variety of 
consumers' goods, including extravagant and 
exotic products, in great supplies to meet the 
high and increasing demand of Jeddah's 
sophisticated international population. 

Should you not find a can of German sauer- 
kraut in London, or was your search for a tin 
of Malaysian Rambutans equally futile in 
Paris, just drive around the corner to one of 
the many Supermarkets in bustling Jeddah. 
Chances are you'll not come away disap- 
pointed or empty-handed. 

In the first place, Jeddah attracts so many 
foreigners because it is a boom city and a 
significant commercial center with an acriv'e 
seapon and an international airport. 

The accelerated growth of this dynamic 
city has created not only a manpower vacuum 
but a widespread gap which needs to be 
bridged — at least until Saudia has trained its 
own qualified staff — by foreigners. Thus, the 
group of nationalities working in Jeddah is 
further enhanced by technicians, construc- 
tors, linstructors, delegates, sun'cyors, pilots, 
architects, engineersand other specialists and 
experts From Arab and Western countries. 

From the United States, which is already a 
"melting pot” an extra touch of variety is 
added to Jeddah's multinational scene. The 
startling economic take-off has also attracted 
Arabs feom within Saudi Arabia to Jeddah. 

The Bedu driving a gaily decorated taxi is a 
familiar sight In this city which never ceases to 
inspire a writer or artist out to capture the 
social and visual impact of such a gay collage. 

Jeddah also serves as the greeting place for 
pilgrims, whether they arrived by ship or 
airplanes. There is a constant coming and 
going of people. 

The duration of the stay for most foreig- 
ners in Jeddah is from two to four years. 
Some will return back to their own country. 
Many will just "fold their tents'* and move on 
to far-away places in the true spirit of the 
nomads. No matter which direction ex- 
Jeddah residents might lake, this beautiful 
bride of the Red Sea won't easily be forgot- 
ten. 

And many who left Jeddah have returned. 
Many more will not leave Jeddah, for this city 
• is their refuge from unemployment, starva- 
tion and war. Still others will not leave Jed- 
dah at all, if possible, because it is a dream 
come true for people who have had unpleas- 
ant experiences because of their color. 

One such Jeddah resident is Abu Bakar 
van der Schyff, an excellent sportsman and an 
English-educated architect. He has turned 
bis back on bis native country. South Africa, 
for the racial enviroment was suffocating 
him. Classified as "mixed” because a Welsh 
ancestor was partly Asian, he has no desire to 
continue living in a neighborhood where 
"none-whites" arc practically outsiders.

Yugoslavia proposes global talks

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UNITED NATIONS. Sept. 6 (AP) — 
Yugoslavia, attempting to break a procedural 
deadlock at a spedal session of the U.N. 
General Assembly, has proposed that a new 
round of highly level global economic negoti- 
ations be launched next January. 

The proposed conference, which would 
aim at redressing the economic imbalance 
between the industrial North and underde- 
veloped South, “should Stan functioning on 
12 January 19X1 and should make every 
effort to conclude by 1 1 September," Bogdan 
Cmobmja of Yugoslavia proposed Friday. 
The conference would be held at U.N. head- 
quarters in New York. 

Crnobmja heads a General Assembly 
working group attempting to map out proce- 
dures for the proposed global negotiations in 
the areas of trade, commodity prices, 
development aid. eneigy and imernaiionaJ 
financing. 

The Yugoslav proposal said the conference 
“should result in a package agreement" and 
“all parties to the agreement will be commit- 


ted to its implementation." 

The, first eight w'ceks of the conference, 
would establish objectives and provide gui- 
dance for an agenda and draw up a rime 
frame for negotiations on each issue. 

Detailed negotiations of spedfle t^nda 
items would be assigned to U.N. specialized 
agencies or to groups created specifically for 
that purpose by the conference. Since there is 
no spedalized energy agency, this topic pre- 
sumably would be assigned to what 
Cmobmja referred to as an "ad hoc group." 

Third World countries had been pushing 
for package treatment of the various issues by 
a committee of the Whole, representing all 
[S3 U.N. member states — 119of which are 
developing countries. 

Western industrial countries insisted on 
detailed negotiations going to spedalized 
agencies.

to 12 % 

NEW YORK. Sept. 6( AP) — Citibank, 
the second-largest U.S. commercial bank, 
raised its prime lending rate from I I.S to 
12 per cent Friday. 

It was Citibank's third increase in its 
base lending rate in three weeks. The 
move, if followed by other major lenders 
now charging 1 1 .5 per cent, would bring 
the key business lending rate to its highest 
level sinn late June. 

Increases in the cost of acquiring funds 
in money markets have been behind the 
latest prime rate increases, analysts say. 
The prime rate fell aslowat 10.75 percent 
at a few banks in ute July before a su^ in 
short-term interest rates sent it climbing in 
the past weeks. 

The prime lending rate is the base rate 
banks generally apply to business loans for 
their b«t corporate customers. Small bus- 
iness usually pay a percentage point or 
more above it. 

The prime rate is widely followed as a 
generally indicator of interest rate trends. 
The prime rate rose to a record 20 percent 
in April in an interest rate spurt which 
accompanied strict credit and monetary 
policy by the federal reserve. 

Federal Reserve Board member Lyle I 
Gramley said that the improvement in the | 
level of economic activity should result in , 
higher interest rates.

A boon for mutual funds 


NEW YORK, Sept. 6 ( AP) — The strong 
performance of the stock market this year has 
been a txHin, in more ways than one, for 
mutual funds that invest in stocks. For the 1 2 
months ended July ,31. the Wiesenberger 
Invcsimum Companies Service repons, the 
4XX funds it tracks posted an average gain in 
net asset value of 14.9 percent. 

The most volatile funds — those investing 
for “maximum capital gains." or aggressive 
growth — were up .31.9 per cent: growth 
funds 24.x. and (hose seeking a combinatioh 
of growth and income 17.7. 

Assets of conventional mutual ' funds 
(excluding the shon-term money-market and 
tax-exempt funds) climbed to$54.3 billion in 
July, the Investment Company Institute ' 
reports. 

That marks the highest level since January 
1973. when the Oow Jones Industrial aver- 
age was peaking out at its record'closing high 
of 1 .05 1 .70. just before the market began a 
severe two-year decline . 

The fund* s relatively strong showing of late 
has helped them attract some new money 
from investors who shunned them for mostof 
the past decade. 

Sales of shares in stock funds reached $ 470 
million in July, up 26 per cent from the June 
total of $374 minion. An important con- 
tributor to that trend has been tlie 
aggressive-growth funds, whose July sales of 
fil73 million set a record. 

This revival hasn' t escaped the attention of 
analysts who watch the funds for clues to the 
prevailing mood among investors arid the 
possible future course of stock prices. 

In the 1950s and 1960s, money flowing 
into mutual funds was considered an impor- 
tant source of steady demand for stocks, con- 
tributing to the market's rise during most of 
those years.

It is another America's Cup summer and 
streets are alive in Newport. At the Chamber 
of Commerce the line stretches three deep 
around asemidrcular information desk man- 
ned by two harried women. Fifteen people 
wait to use the chamber's bathroom. There is 
a list of optional tacilities posted on the men’s 
room floor. 

At a makeshift press beadquaneis in the 
aimory downtown the phone booths are full 
of framed reporters phoning Australia and 
France and England.

Cyclist Doyle 
races to gold 
in world meet 

BESANCON, France. Sept 6 (R) — Bri- 
tain's Tony Doyle completed a brilliant gold 
medal triumph at his first attempt in the pro- 
fessional pursuit final at the world cycling 
championships here Saturday. 

The 21-year-old rider who gave up his 
amateur status after the Moscow Olympics 
just over a month ago. thrashed race- 
hardened Dutch profesrional Jerman Pons- 
teen in a one-sided final held in the early 
hours of the morning. 

Doyle edged ahead at the start of the 5000 
meters test but then fell fractionally behind 
momentarilly as the race wnrmed up. The 
British rider recovered almost immediately 
and began to carve out a convincing gap over 
his riv^, a bronze medalist last year. 

Doyle maintained his tremendous pressure 
and finished almost 1 0 seconds before Pons- 
teen who wilted visibly over the last two laps. 

A delighted Doyle said "1 think I have 
surprised all the profesrionals with this vic- 
tory. 1 now hope to make a name for myself 
on the six-day racing circuit during the 
winter." 

I3oyle was the first British rider to win the 
world pursuit crown since Hugh Porter cap- 
tured the last of his four titles in 1 973. Dane 
Hans Heinrich Oersteed, the individual pur- 
suit bronze medalist in Moscow — an event in 
which Doyle did not compete — easily beat 
Italian Luriano Borgognoni in the third place 
final.

Strike-weary Gierek axed 


.WARSAW, Sepi. 6 (AP) — Poland’s 
Communist regime, smarting in the wake of 
the nation's worst labor crisis in 10 years. 
■Saturday dismissed Communist Party chief 
'Edward Gierek hours after he was officially 
•reportci to have suffered a heart attack. 

Gierek, 67, the coal miner's son who 
became the party first secretary following vio- 
Jent labor strikes and the ouster of Wladyslaw 
:Goraulka in 1 970, was replaced by Stanislaw 
.Kania, the Communist Party central commit- 
tee secretary said to be responsible for state 
security. 

The official Yugoslav news agency Tanjug 
suggested it was Poland’s labor crisis rather 
than heart trouble that caused Gieiek's 
downfall. "The crisis in Poland, which began 
with worker strikes two months ago. has now 
received its resolution with changes in the 
party leadership ... when demands of workers 
were accepted and the strikes did not cease, 
even though it was evident that the workers 
had won, Edward Gierek could not remain at 
the party top any longer,” Tanjug said. 

Id Mc^cow, the ofl3dal Soviet news agency 
Tass noted Gieiek’s dismissal vrithout com- 
ment, saying only that he had been relieved of 
office because of ‘’serious illness.” 

Because of his reported security respoO' 
sibilities, observers said the Soviet Union was 
expected to support the appointment of 
Kaoia, the S3-year-oId son of a peasant 
fanner. A career party official, Kania is a full 
member of the poUtburo, the policy-making 
arm of the ruling central committee. 

' It was the central committee that dismissed 
Gierek and dropped him from his politburo 
post as well. The official Polish news agency 
PAP said the government shuffle was carried 
out ”in connection with the serious illness of 
Edward Gierek.” 

The announcement, which made no men- 
tion of Poland’s recent labor unrest, was 
broadcast by the state radio at 1:30 a.m., 
local time, following an emergency meeting 
of the central committee at party headquar- 
ters in central Warsaw.

In Warsaw, Poles lined up in front of news- 
paper kiosks and at the offices of the city’s 
two main dailies to buy up copies of tbe pap- 
ers with news of the party change. 

Gierek had been indirectly criticized by the 
Soviet Union and other Warsaw Pact nations 
for bis handling of the 1 8-day labor rebellion 
that subsided earlier this week after govern- 
ment negotiators agreed to let workers set up 
independent trade unions free of Communist 
Party control. 

The critidsm fueled widespread specula- 
tion that Gierek’s removal was imminent, 
although it was widely believed his possible 
successor would be 49-year-old former Fore- 
ign Minister Stefan Olszowski. Olszowski, 
dropped from the politburo in February, was 
returned to it in a government shakeup at the 
height of the crisis last month.

Kania a dogged party man 


WARSAW, Sept. 6 (AP) ~ Stanislaw 
Kania, who became Poland's new Commun- 
ist Party leader early Saturday, is a son of 
peasant farmers who has been active in party 
af&irs since the end of World War II. 

Kania was bom in Wrocanka in tbe south- 
eastern region of Rzedow. A graduate of tbe 
Central Committee University, he worked as 
a blacksmith’s apprentice during Worid War 
II and joined the Communist Party in 1945. 
He rose slowly through local party ranks in 
Rzeszow and Jasio. He took an active interest 
in party youth activities in his native region, 
and became director of the youth movement 
in 1952. 

After a long membership in the regional 


party committee of 'Warsaw, he was prom- 
oted to ther central committee as a subnitute 
member in 1 964. He was made a full member 
at the fifth party congress in 1968. 

Kania headed tbe powerful administrative 
department of tbe party headquarters from 
1968 until 1971, when he became a secretary 
of the central committee. As secreta^ he was 
believed Fesponstble for overseeing^ the 
activities of the police, army and security. 

That same year, Gierek named Kania a 
substitute member of the poUtburo, the aO- 
powerful policy-making b^y of the central 
committee. Kania became a fbU member of 
the poliU>uro in 1 975. 


one of Gierek's allies on the politburo. At 53, 
Kania becomes the youngest national leader 
within the Soviet bloc. 

Late Friday, state radio and television 
announced that Gierek, who has not been 
seen publicly since Aug. 24, had been hos- 
pitalized with "a serious disturbance” of the 
heart which it said he suffered earlier in the 
day. 

The official repons said Gierek was under 
the care of five doctors but gave no other 
details. There was no independent confirma- 
tion and Gierek's whereabouts were not 
known. 

The announcement that Gierek was hos- 
pitalized was the first official explanation for 
his absence from a meeting Friday of the 
Sejm, the Polish parliament, which Gierek 
had been expected to attend to show he had 
weathered the crisis. It was the legislature's 
first meeting since the settlement of strikes in 
Gdansk and Szczecin last weekend and in the 
Silesian coalfields, where most miners had 
returned to work by Friday. 

The Soviet Communist Party daily Pravda 
meanwhile, printed a high-level attack on 
plans by America’s huge labor union, the 
AFL-CIO, and the U.S. autoworkers union 
to set up an aid fund for Poland’s fledgling 
independent unions. 

TYxt.Pravda commentary was headlined, 
” If this is not interference, then what is it ? It 
was signed by A. Petrov, a by-line that usu- 
ally denotes Kremlin thinking. Aurdsafleged 
that the aid proposal for the unions had the 
approval of U.S. President Jimmy Carter and 
that the money was being earmarked for 
” those ami-socialist ^ups in Poland that 
have joined, with their own 'program' of a 
politi^ nature, the Polish workers demand- 
ing to resolve the socio-economic difficulties 
that have arisen in Poland. ” 

The paper accused the ” American reac- 
tionary trade union leaders ” of seeking to 
” make difficult any steps by the Polish gov- 
ernment io'l^erve the unity of the (FoUsh) 
trade unidthk*-'^' 

NeitherPravda nor the official news agency 
Tass have reported the Polish government's 
agreement to allow Polish workers to set up 
independent trade unions. 

As the first strikes broke out in Poland at 
the beginning of July, Gierek went to the 
Soviet Union ” to rest a few days. ” On July 
3 1 he met Soviet leader Leonid Brezhnev on 
the Black Sea and Tass indicated at the time 
that the difficulties in Poland wete discussed. 
After the meeting, Tass said the talks were 
held in an ” atmosphere of complete mutual 
understanding. ” 

The prudent attitude of Soviet leaders dur- 
ing the Polish crisis was seen by observers 
here has indicating they believed Gierek was 
the man to master the situation.

Windmills set spinning in halls of hot air 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 6 (WP) In 
the land of filibusters, extended debate 
and stemwinding oratory, all known 
sometimes as hot air, they have voted to 

• harness the wind and put it to work for a 

• brighter America. 

By voice vote — a breeze, actually — 
the U.S. House gave final approval 
recently to the Wind Energy Systems Act 
of 1 980 and wafted it toward the White 
House for signing. 

If congressional estimates are anywhere 
near accurate. 800 megaw'ans of wind- 
generated electricity can be available 
through the program by 1988. That is the. 
eqmvalent of about 6 million barrels of oil 
per year. 

And this one, incidentally, is a national 
energy debate in which Congress has 
invested a minimum of its own wind. *1110

Senate earlier this month passed it by 
voice vote. 

Energy companies like it. wind- 
machine companies like it, environmen- 
talists like it, utilities see promise in it, the 
Carter administration supports it. 

Of course the great Portuguese explor- 
ers and the Dutch canal dwellers knew 
about the glories of wind power long 
before there was a U.S. Congress and they 
didn’t need a $100 million first-year 
authorization to make dreams blow true. 

Times and needs change and Congress 
in its push to wean the nation from oil, is 
playing all the angles. Wind, it turns out, is 
nearer to being cost-effective than some 
of the glamour technology of solar and 
photovoltaic power. 

With no apologies to pop singer Bob 
Dylan, Representative Norman Mineta, a 
California Democrat agreed the answer to 
problems of energy-supply really were 
blowing in the wind. Mineta, main 
architect of the bill, said it will become a 
"cornerstone” of alternative energy sup- 
ply with an approach geared towa^ com- 
mercialization. 

" r m really elated,” he said. " We didn* t 
realize how cost-effective wind could be 
when we got into this...the bill will give a 
good assessment of where wind can l>est 
be used around the country and it sets 
goals that are not too high.” 

The legislation is designed to stimulate 
tbe use of wind energy to generate electr- 
icity and mechanical power, through large 
and small turbine devices, and reduw 
dependence on petroleum and other fossil 
fuels. 

Grants and loans for researchers and 
manufacturers of wind energy machines 
are the guts of the program, which will be. 
administered chiefly by the Department 
of Energy. 

The legislation calls for study and 
monitoring of wind system prototypes, 
with the aim of developing a program of 
such sophistication that the federal gov- 
ernment could turn it all over to private

industry after eight years. 

Although some of the counny s largest 
companies — Boeing. General Electric 

and Hamilton Standard, for example 

are moving quickly to perfect large wind 
energy systems. Congress thinks the 
future of wind lies on the side of smallness. 

House-Senate 'conferees who worked 
out the final legislation anticipated that 
most of the 800 megawatts of electricity 
foreseen for 1988 would come from small 
producers harnessing the wind for local 
specialized tasks. 

The bill also emphasizes that small 
businesses and manufacturers must be 
given special consideration and protection 
in participating in the development prog- 
ram, to avoid creation of a wind cartel.

PARIS, Sept. 6 (AP) — The former chief 
of staff of the East German Air Force was 
arr e s ted last month in northern France and 
has been charged with espionage. French 
officials said Saturday. 

Counter-espionage agents arrested Gen. 
Heinz Bernhart Zorn. 68, Aug. 19 in Uic. 
He was found carrying French military 
information, particularly pertaining to t^ks 
and anti-tank weapons, an interior ministry 
spokesman said. 

Officials said Zorn arrived in France alone 
on a tourist visa at the beginning of August 
and immediately was put under surveillance. 

He was arrested on a Lille street and found to 
be in possesaon of military documents. Offi- 
cials did not reveal where Zorn obtained the 
documents or if any other foreigners or Fren- 
chmen were involved. 

The East German was transferred immedi- 
ately to Paris under the custody of the Direc- 
tion de la Surveillance du Territoire. the 
French counter-espionage agency. Six days 
later, he was brought before the state security 
court, and charged with espionage, officials 
said. He presently is being held in Fleuty 
Merogis Prison in the Paris suburts.

Soviets face Afghan standoff 


LONDON, Sept '6 (AP) — More than 
eight months after the Soviet military inter- 
\-ention in Afghanistan, the Russians appear 
to be in no darker of losing, nor of winning, 
according to European diplomatic and mil^^ 
ary analysts. No early end to the apparent 
Sl^doff is foreseen. 

Fearing that the Moscow-supported 
re^me in Afghanistan was in danger, the 
Soviets moved heavy tank, artillery and 
ground forces into the country in late 
December last year. Moscow apparently 
counted on a quick success. 

Western authorities estimated at the rime 
that the Soviets had put about 1 00,000 men 
into Afghanistan. month the Soviets 
announced a limited withdrawal of forces, 
with estimates running from about 6,000 to 
10 , 000 . 

Western intelligence sources in Europe 
believe that now there are approximately 

80.000 Soviet mflitaiy in Afj^anistan and 
perhaps 30,000 poised on the &viet- Afghan 
border. The U.S. State Department puts the 
Soriet force in and around Afghanistan at 
about 115,000 to 120,000. 

The withdrawal in June is pictured 
Western military analysts as a simple re- 
structuring of Soviet forces to make them 
more efficient and adaptable to counter- 
insurgency. Heavy artillery and air defense 
were considered "overkiir’ against lightly 
armed, elusive insurgents. 

Western military specialists feel that this 
Russian redeployment still has not done the 
trick. One official in Brussels said: "The 
Soviet Union would have to pump at least 

400.000 troops into Afghanistan if it wanted 
to quell armed opposition completely, if s an 
enormous country and the Soviets have got- 
ten theniseives into mess.” 

Analysts at the International Institute for 
Strategic Studies (IISS). an indepiendent, 
London-based research organization, agree 
that the Russians are in trouble, but in no 
danger of defeat. 

Because of tight restrictions on Western 
diplomats and journalists, an overall view is 
difficult to obtain.. i.lSS specialists feel that 
the Soviet strategy is to hold the main cities 
and towns and one or two vital logistical 
bases, and to keep roadsand communications 
open among them a relatively easy task. With 

Continuous oxygen 
fights lung disease, 
U.S. research shows 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 6 ( AP) — Patients 
with severe lung impairment live longer if 
they get continuoas oxygen treatment, than 
they do if they receive only nighttime 
therapy, according to a federally funded 
study. 

The report, published this week in the 
AiuuUso/Iiaara^Medidiu, refutes some ear- 
lier evidence which indicated the shorter 
duration therapy was just as good as round- 
the-clock oxygen. 

The National Heart, Lung and Blood Insti- 
tute, which sponsored the $4 million study, 
said the trial shows that continuous oxygen 
treatment should be the routine course in 
treating these severe breathing difficulties. 

" With these results. I think it would be 
ethical to recommend the continuous treat- 
ment,” Dr. Claude Lenfant. director of the 
institute’s lung disease division, said in an 

interview. 

The three-year study involving six medical 
centen tested 203 volunteers who had 
chronic obstructive lung disease. Theircondi- 
tion was so severe that the lungs could no 
longer supply enough oxygen from the air to 
meet their bodies* needs.

“This is 
proved by the number of destroyed military 
vehicles at the roadside and the number of 
checkpoints meant to halt the movement of 
ii^rgents,” he said. 

Mandel parole denied 

WASHINGTON. Sept. 6 (AFP) — A 
request for parole former Maryland Gov- 
ernor Marvin Mandel has been denied, the 
Washin0on Post reported Saturday. He 
started a three-year prison sentence for polit- 
ical corruption in May. 

The parole board, in an unusually severe 
move, recommended this week that Mandel 
serve his entire sentence, the newspaper said. 
His 1 977 trial made him the first governor in 
office to be jailed in 43 years. .

Tehran presses 
Soviets to quit 
Rasht consulate 

TEHRAN, Sept. 6 (Agencies) - The Ira- 
nian Foreign Ministry given the Soviet 
Union 4S hours to ^ree to close its consulate 
in the Caspian Sea port of Rasht, state radio 
reported. 

The ministry, in a note delivered to the 
Soviet Embassy in Tehran Friday, also 
instructed Moscow to complcic the transfer 
of consular aetKities to the centnl Iranian 
city of Isfahan within one week, the radio 
added. 

The ultimatum marked a further decline in. 
relations between the neighboring countries, 
and followed Iranian demands that the 
Soviets close either their Rasht or Isfahan 
consulates. 

Friday’s note removed the element of 
choice and came 10 days after Iran's amb^ 
sador to Moscow " suggested ” to tbe Soviet 
government that ih6 l^asht office should be 
the one to close. . ’r': 

The Soviet Embassy said this month that it ; 
intended to close the Isfehan consulate- 
general and transfer it to Rasht. But the mXe. 
repeated previous Iranian assertions that the' 
consulate-general should remain in Isfahan,-. 
where most of the 2,000-strong Soviet com- 
munity is involved in the building of a steel 
plant and a power station. 

Rasht, where only 200 Russians iwa 
arao^ing to Iraif, is a center of left-wing 
activity. Closure of the consulate there would 
“ alleviate the suspicions of the Iranian peo- 
ple concerning Soviet plans in the zone," 
Mohammad An, Iran's envoy in Moscow, 
told the Soviet government last month. 

In another development, Iran's offid^ 
Pars news agency said that a recent leti^ 
from U.S. Secretary uf State Edmund MuskV 
urging the release of the American hostagm 
contained an implicit admission of U.S. 
ference in Iran. 

Muskie’s letter to Iranian Prime Ministtf. 
Mohammad Ali Rajai, delivered here 1^ 
Sunday, has not yet been publbhcd, but its 
general contents were rep^>nodon Wedn^ 
day by America’s ABC News and confifoM 
by State Department officials.
